Coincident with thé receipt of the 
opinion there arose a chorus of approval 
from those behind the birth control 
movement and an attitude of determined 
opposition among its antagonists.

Willlam J. McNamee of St. Pat-

Mesopotamia fringes the western fron- 
tier of Persia between the Tigris and 


the Euphrates, thereby controlling the 


whole of the Bagdad rallway line and 
protecting India. England has a close 
interest in that part ot Syria lying south 
of Damascus, since control of that re- 
gion Is necessary ot protect the Suez 
canal. 


The vast importance of this whole re- 
gion to the British explains the strong 
efforts for recapitulation after the: Kut 
disaster and the enthusiasm over recent 
gucéesses, although there is still a long 
fight ahead. The whole plan for Pales- 
tine ie backed by England and the Eng- 
lish Jews primarily. 

In a Jewish state the holy sepuichre 
would not be incluced, but would. be 
placed under international or American 
special control. So also would be the 
Mosque of Omar. Palestine is the holy 
land to all people, to Christians and 
Moslems, to Catholics and Protestants. 

Whatever is done, there must be a 
setting aside of all places holy to others. 

The Jews also have a strong interest 
in other aspects of the settlement. When 
the house of commons opened on Feb. 7 
one member raised the question of the 
future condition of the Jews in Russia. 
This question has been a troublesome 
one in England for months. 

Many Russian Jews have refused to 
return to Russia or to do military work 
for the British, and the question is still 
0 as to whether these Jews can be 
sent back to Russia. 


Poland Anti-Jewish. , 

The * tor an independent Poland 
probably will increase the difficulty of 
the Jewish problem, as Poles are more 
anti-Jewish than Russians. Roumania 
is another country that has special He- 
brew interests. There are a quarter 
of a million Jews in that country whose 
rights were guaranteed by the treaty of 
Berlin, but the treaty has not been 
obeyed. 

„The neutral European press has given 
some attention recently to the future 
of the Jews in the countries where they 
are now persecuted, but the problem is 
a tough one, as feeling on all national 
questions is harder than when the war 
began. This is due partly to the wide- 
spread false stories about spying and 
desertions from the army of tne Jews 
in Warsaw, especially those of the So- 
cialist group.
